We know the Winston and Smokin' Joe’s souvenir items are extremely populär 
with our Sales personnel and customers, so we hope this new opportunity will allow you 
to provide these distinctive items as special situations arise. 

The mailing of the Wholesale agreement was a mistake by Motorsport Traditions and 
you should destroy it. The only two items from their mailing that you should keep are 
the Ordering Information Sheet and the 1995 Customer Price List. The prices on the 
price list are the prices you will be charged when ordering. A new catalog showing all of 
the items on the price list is scheduled for completion in Mid-March and you will be 
receiving one as soon as it is finished.
